Dear Harold: 

I was sorry to learn frcm your letter of March 22nd, that your 
state of health is so poor that it would not be physically feasible for 
you to attend and participate in the JFK Symposium we are planning to 
conduct at the University of Pittsburgh in November, 1988. It is nost 
regrettable that you are suffering so much, and that your physical activi- 
ties are so restricted. Fortunately, you continue to have good cerebral 
circulation. Quite obviously, there is nothing wrong with your intel- 
lect. 


I shall try to obtain some analysis and evaluation of the matter 
concerning JFK's shirt from a criminalist friend. While I certainly can 
follow and appreciate the significance of your reasoning, the actual anal- 
ysis of this kind of evidence falls directly within the realm of criminal- 
istics expertise. Although my memory is not anywhere near as clear and 
detailed as yours concerning any correspondence between us on this matter 
several years ago, I would assume the principal reason I did not pursue 
this matter further in concert with you was because I did not feel it was 
an item that I could address with unequivocal certainty in my capacity as 
a forensic pathologist. 

Nevertheless, I shall see whether I can be of any assistance. If I 
can get some positive reaction frcm my criminalist colleague, I shall be 
happy to pursue the matter further with you. 

I appreciate your generosity and graciousness in offering access to 
your research materials and other documents. Please do not feel offended 
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that I have not visited you. I am still on a rigorous professional tread- 
mill that keeps me running just about all the time. However , the next 
time I have occasion to travel to Washington, D.C., I shall try to tack 
on an extra day so that I can visit with you at your heme.
